BOOKS ON MOUNTAINEERING 


EVEREST has made us all mountain-minded: and it has aroused in many 
people, who have never thought much about climbing before, a curiosity 
about British traditions and achievements in the mountains. The books 
mentioned in this article do not by any means comprise an exhaustive list: 
but between them they give an idea of the temper and aims of British 
mountaineering from the days of alpenstocks and sun-veils on Mont Blanc 
to nylon and oxygen on Mount Everest. 

British interest in the Alps started two hundred years ago and may be 
said to date from the oubli ation, in 1747, of one of the first descriptions 
of the High Alps in any language—William Windham’s ae y to the 
Glaciers of Savoy—a smi ill, extremely rare book, whose vivid descriptions 
can still give freshness to the now tourist-ridden Mer de Glace. But the 
great age of British Alpine literature, as of Alpine climbing, was in 
the second half of the nineteenth century. The most famous book of 
all, recording the most celebrated ascent, is Edward Whymper’s Scrambles 
amongst the Alps (6th edition reprinted 1948, Murray, 21s.). It is titled, in 
some editions, The Ascent of the Matterhorn, and it describes Whymper’s 
series of attempts on that supposedly impregnable peak, which culminated 
in the climb of 1865 when victory turned at once into tragedy with the fatal 
fall of four climbers on the descent. From this age too comes Leslie 
Stephen’s The Playground of Europe (reprinted 1946, Blackwell (Oxford), 
gs.6d.), a diverting record of many new expeditions (among them the 
Zinalrothorn) which is equally memorable for its humour and its charm of 
description. Stephen himself (the author of the monumental History 
of English Thought in the Eighteenth Century, and editor of the Dictionary of 
National Biography) sensi red his chapter on ‘Sunset from Mont Blanc’ his 
finest piece of w riting. Of a rather younger generation was A. F. Mummery, 
the first man to climb the Grépon: his My Climbs in the Alps and Caucasus 
(reprinted 1946, Blackwell (Oxford), 9s.6d.) is a high-spirited, light-hearted 
book which reflected the growing interest in rock-climbing. Other books 
of the early period, out of print but worth looking for in libraries and not too 
difficult to pick up second-hand, are Alfred Wills’s Wanderings among the 
High Alps (1937, Blackwell (Oxford)), A. W. Moore’s The Alps in 1864 (3rd 
edition 1939, Blackwell (Oxford)), and Professor John Tyndall’s Hours of 
Exercise in the Alps (1871, Longmans)—Tyndall, the famous glaciologist, was 
first man up the Weisshorn, and Whymper’s rival in attempts on the 
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Matterhorn. Considerably later is Martin Conway's Alps from End to End 
(1933, Cape), the most delightfully written narrative of a two months’ 
mountain journey from the Alpes Maritimes to the Tyrol. 


These pioneers could find new mountains to climb in the Alps: their 
successors could only find new routes up mountains already ascended. 
This change is reflected in modern Alpine classics. Outstanding among them 
is Geoffrey Winthrop Young’s On High Hills (sth edition 1947, Methuen, 
18s.) which records, in a highly individual prose, such splendid, and now 
classic, expeditions as the Grépon by the Mer de Glace face, the Brouillard 
ridge of Mont Blanc, and the South ridge of the Taschhorn. Geoffrey Young 
lost a leg in the First World War, but he later climbed the Weisshorn, 
Matterhorn and Grépon with an artificial leg and related these unusual 
experiences in his recent Mountains with a Difference (1951, Eyre & Spottis- 
woode, 18s.). In Brenva (1944, Dent, 10s.6d.) Professor T. Graham Brown 
described some of the most striking inter-war expeditions in the Alps, where 
he pioneered three new routes, of extreme elegance and difficulty, up the 
south-east face of Mont Blanc, above the Brenva glacier on the Italian side 
of the mountain. Two of these also feature in the late F. S. Smythe’s Climbs 
and Ski Runs (2nd edition 1932, Blackwood), the first, and in some ways 
the best, book of a prolific mountaineering writer who was also a first-class 
photographer. He published several albums of photographs, of which the 
latest was Mountains in Colour (1949, Parrish, 25s.). The atmosphere of 
climbing in these inter-war years, when more and more British climbers 
learned how to go without guides in the High Alps, has been beautifully 
caught in Dorothy Pilley’s Climbing Days (1935, Bell). The extracts in 
R. L. G. Irving’s excellent anthology, The Mountain Way (1938, Dent, 
12s.6d.) emphasise mountains as places of enjoyment and refreshment as well 
as the scenes of mighty physical feats. 


Several of these books have some account of climbing in North Wales, 
the Lakes, the Highlands, Skye—but there are others entirely devoted to 
British hills. Just after the war W. H. Murray, an outstanding Scottish 
climber, published his Mountaineering in Scotland (1947, Dent, 18s.) which 
he had written while a prisoner-of-war. It revealed to many the ardours and 
delights of winter climbing in Scotland, on snow and ice expeditions of 
Alpine severity: and it was followed up by Undiscovered Scotland (1951, 
Dent, 18s.) in which Mr. Murray revealed some of the possibilities for an 
enterprising climber off the beaten track. In an excellent anthology published 
last year—British Crags and Climbers (1952, Dobson, 21s.)—Wilfrid Noyce, 
who is one of the Everest team, and E. C. Pyatt collected from British 
climbing journals many of the accounts of famous and almost legendary 
exploits, such as Haskett-Smith’s ascent of the Needle in 1887. A business- 
like little book on Climbing in Britain (1946, Penguin Books) was brought 
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out by the late J. E. Q. Barford just after the war; and two of the most 
famous districts have been chronicled in special books: The Mountains of 
Snowdonia, edited by H. R. C. Carr and G. A. Lister (2nd edition 1948, 
Crosby Lockwood, 7s.6d.); and B. H. Humble’s The Cuillin of Skye (1952, 
Hale, 30S.). 


As the Alps and the home hills became more thoroughly known, many 
British mountaineers in whom the urge to explore was as great as the urge 
to climb turned their attention to further ranges. Of the older books that 
such travels produced we may mention Whymper’s Travels amongst the 
Great Andes of the Equator (new edition 1949, Lehmann, 10s.6d.)—which 
describes the first ascents of Chimborazo, Illiniza, Cayambe and Cotopaxi. 
More recently the outstanding book in this class has been Tom Longstaft’s 
This My Voyage (1950, Murray, 21s.). Dr. Longstaff is the doyen of Himalayan 
travellers, and the inspirer of many Himalayan projects: but his outstanding 
book ranges over Spitsbergen, Greenland, the Canadian Rockies, as well 
as the Himalaya and the Karakoram. Later books in the Longstaff tradition 
include Eric Shipton’ s Upon That Mountain (2nd edition 1947, Hodder & 
Stoughton, 12s.6d.), an enthralling and sensitively written account of climbs 
and travels in the Alps, East Africa, the Garhwal Himalaya and the Kara- 
koram. Mr. Shipton’s two tours of duty, during and after the war, as Consul 
General in Kashgar in Sinkiang, resulted in Mountains of Tartary (1951, 
Hodder & Stoughton, 20s.), a tribute to the pleasures of climbing in the 
great ranges of Central Asia. Mr. Shipton’s climbing partner was often 
H. W. Tilman: his books are in the same tradition of mountain-travel and 
include When Men and Mountains Meet (1946, Cambridge University Press, 
21s.)—war-time ascents in the Middle East, Albania and the Dolomites and 
Two Mountains and a River (1949, Cambridge University Press, 25s.)—a 
journey to Sinkiang across the Karakoram and back down the Oxus through 
Afghanistan. Another visit to Sinkiang by a different route produced 
Tilman’s China to Chitral (1951, Cambridge University Press, 25s.); and in 
Nepal Himalaya (1952, Cambridge University Press, 25s.) he describes some 
of the first journeys in a country hitherto forbidden to strangers, including 
an attempt on Annapurna IV (at much the same time as the French victory 
on Annapurna I) and the first recorded journey, though a brief one, to the 
South side of Mount Everest. 


A very enterprising & pos- war journey in Garhwal, which included the 
ascent of a new pe: ak and the m aking of a new pass, is recorded in W. H. 
Murray's The Scottish Himalayan Expedition (1951, Dent, 30s.). F. S. Smythe’s 
Himalay an books place the emphasis more on climbing than on travel: 
his Kamet Conquered (2nd edition 1948, Hodder & Stoughton, 20s.) describes 
the successful ascent of that mountain in 1930—it remained the highest peak 
conquered till Nanda Devi was climbed in 1936 by H. W. Tilman’s party, 
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as described in his The Ascent of Nanda Devi (1949, Guild Books, 1s.6d.). 
A successful post-war climbing trip of F. S$. Smythe’s was described, with 
beautiful illustrations in colour, in Climbs in the Canadian Rockies (1950, 
Hodder & Stoughton, 20s.). 


Sir Edmund Hillary’s achievement on Everest has stimulated interest in 
the New Zealand Alps, where he learnt his mountain craft. E. A. Fitzgerald’s 
Climbs in the New Zealand Alps (1896, T. Fisher Unwin) contains accounts 
of the first ascent of Mount Cook and Mount Tasman. The first half of R. 
Scott Russell’s Mountain Prospect (1946, Chatto & Windus, 18s.) is devoted 
to the Southern Alps; and John Pascoe’s Unclimbed New Zealand (2nd impres- 
sion 1950, Allen & Unwin, 21s.), and Land Uplifted High (2nd edition 1952, 
Whitcombe & Tombs, 18s.6d.) give a very good picture of the strenous 
load-carrying, bush-whacking and bivouacking necessary in climbing these 
splendid but stormy mountains. 


The literature of Everest is already considerable. W. H. Murray’s The 
Story of Everest (1953, Dent, 15s.) covers the whole sequence of attempts 
on the mountain—the repeated attempts from the North between the wars, 
the discovery of the Southern route, the Swiss expedition last year; and a 
revised edition, just published, even has a few pages on this year’s triumph. 
Each of the earlier expeditions resulted in a book: we may mention Hugh 
Ruttledge’s Everest, 1933 (3rd edition 1948, Hodder & Stoughton, 4s.6d.) 
and H. W. Tilman’s Mount Everest, 1938 (1948, Cambridge University 


Press, 21s.). 


It was Eric Shipton whose party in 1951 (which included W. H. Murray) 
first proved the feasibility of the Southern route to Everest by which success 
has been won: and his The Mount Everest Reconnaissance Expedition, 1951 
(1952, Hodder & Stoughton, 25s.) is a short, clear narration accompanying 
a portfolio of really splendid photographs. Now everyone is waiting for the 
story of this year’s success which Colonel Sir John Hunt, the leader of 
the expedition, is at present writing and which Hodder & Stoughton hope 
to publish in the autumn (at approximately 25s.) under the title of The Ascent 
of Everest.

gives in alphabetical order particulars of about 1,000 bodies affording grant aid, 
together with a classified index arranged on the Dewey Decimal system, thus drawing 
attention to foundations with similar activities, and a classified bibliography of 
about 150 references. Local government authorities, universities, civic societies are 
not noted, but grant aided bodies, such as the Arts Council and the British Council, 
are. Details of government grants to voluntary agencies are also set out. (062)

emphasis and interest. This may prove instructive, because philosophy as an academic 
discipline has tended to become dangerously provincial. Particularly significant is 
the fact that under the heading Philosophy are included theological and religious 
systems both ancient and modern. Each article is followed by a useful bibliography.

A THEOLOGY OF SALVATION. A Commentary on Isaiah 40-55. Ulrich 
E. Simon. S.P.C.K., 25s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 276 pages. Hebrew notes. Indexes. 
The author (a lecturer in Hebrew in King’s College, London) provides for scholars 
and laymen an excellent commentary on Isaiah 40-55 with a fresh translation of the 
text and some textual notes. While he makes full use of the critical material already 
available for these chapters, his main concern is to expound their basic theme, which 
is the Gospel of the Kingdom of God. He seeks to avoid the pitfalls of subjectivity 
and typology so that the text with its background and shades of meaning may be 
presented as a spiritual challenge to the modern reader. (224°1) 


RELIGIO MEDICI. Sir Thomas Browne. Edited from the manuscript copies 
and the early editions by Jean-Jacques Denonain. Cambridge University Press, 25s. 
1953. 22°38 cm. 163 pages. 

Professor Denonain, Professor of English Literature in the University of Algiers, 

has produced what may be described as the settled text of Religio Medici, based upon 

a meticulous examination of all the versions including eight manuscript copies 

known to exist. Recent texts have been based upon the edition of W. A. Greenhill, 

who discarded any readings found in the five manuscripts with which he was familiar. 

In a comprehensive introduction dealing with the manuscript and printed evidence, 

the editor discusses the vexed question of the authority of the manuscript copies 

and collates the variants of the contemporary printed editions from 1642-85. The 

text is accompanied by detailed critical notes. (240) 


COMMUNION WITH GOD IN THE NEW TESTAMENT. 
A. Raymond George. Epworth Press, 25s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 296 pages. Bibliography.

The purpose of this impressive book (the Fernley-Hartley Lecture, 1953) by a young 

theologian of Wesley College, Leeds, is to trace the meaning of communion with 

God in the New Testament. Each of the main strands of the New Testament literature 

is examined separately and particular attention is directed to the use of certain 

important words, notably “koinonia’. The theme is then related to varying conceptions 
about the Church, ministry and sacraments with a view to determining how far 
this communion is corporate, and the question is raised as to which of the different 
forms of historic Christian piety the teaching of this or that writer belongs. This 
volume, which attains a high level of technical scholarship combined with lucidity 
of thought and expression, is an important contribution to theological literature. (240) 
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CHRISTIANITY, DIPLOMACY AND WAR. The Beckly Social Service 
Lecture, 1953. Herbert Butterfield. Epworth Press, 8s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 132 pages. 


Recognising the problem created by vast accumulations of power, Professor 
Butterfield enquires whether Christians, without ignoring remoter aims, can provide 
intermediate measures of relief which would make the world more tolerable and 
bring the effects of power under control. He considers that Christianity has something 
vital to say about the limitation of war aims, the need for human understanding, 
the practice of humility and love, and the way to an international order related 
to the realities of the existing situation. A provocative and lively treatment of a 
familiar theme is here provided, although the conception of Christianity is somewhat 
vague.

MEDIEVAL RELIGIOUS HOUSES: ENGLAND AND WALES. 
David Knowles and R. Neville Hadcock. Longmans, 42s. 1953. 23 cm. 411 pages.

The purpose of this book, a much-expanded and revised version of Dom David 
Knowles's Religious Houses of Medieval England (1940), is to provide a complete list 
of ‘all the religious establishments of England and Wales’ known to have existed 
between the Norman Conquest and the Reformation. It includes not only the 
houses of monks, friars and canons regular but also those of the military orders, 
as well as colleges, hospitals and academic halls. Dates of foundation and dissolution, 
the names of founders, figures of population and wealth, and detailed maps make 
this an indispensable work of reference for the medievalist.

Lectures for 1952. H. Idris Bell. University Press of Liverpool (Liverpool), 15s. 1953. 

(Liverpool Monographs in Archaeology 
and Oriental Studies) 

In four lectures Sir Harold Idris Bell analyses the religious life of Graeco-Roman 

Egypt. He deals with the components, Greek and Egyptian, of religion in the 

Ptolemaic age, with the Jewish communities and their relations with the other 

inhabitants, with the trends, regarded as the preparation for Clhiistianity, during 

the Roman period, and with the Christian triumph, its history and causes. This 
fully documented book by the doyen of British papyrologists makes available 
for the theologian, the classicist, the historian and others the results of studies by an 
expert in a specialist field, for the evidence adduced is largely drawn from papyri.

It is 
presented mainly in notebook form covering a large number of disconnected topics 
under the three main heads General Beliefs, Ceremonies, Folk-Stories. The book 
must be regarded as an archive of facts rather than an analytical treatise but there 
is much that will interest students of general comparative folk-lore besides specialists 
in Bornean ethnography.

Anthony Armstrong, ‘A.A.’ of Punch, continuing his series of books about his 
Sussex home Margarets, gives a month by month account of the occupations and 
pastimes which go to make up life in the country. In describing his gardening 
activities he has much original, if unorthodox advice to proffer, for example on the 
simplification of such t asks as transplanting annuals, treating lawns or growing 
tobacco. Those who share Margarets with him—his wife and children, gardener, 
dogs, pig, tortoise and innumerable birds (the latter closely and accurately observed)

REPORT ON A MELANAU SAGO PRODUCING COMMUNITY 
IN SARAWAK. H. S. Morris for the Colonial Office. H.M. Stationery Office, 
11s.6d.

This report is the result of two years’ field work by H. S. Morris. His aim was to 
survey the social life of the inhabitants of the Melanau area, along the Sarawak coast 
towards Brunei. The population is about 35,000, over two-thirds of the people 
being Moslems, and the main occupation is growing and selling sago. The investigation 
was concentrated on Medong, a village on the Oya River. The result is an exhaustive 
account, with numerous illustrative tables, of an economic structure which is now 
undergoing some mechanisation, though it is still fundamentally a ‘cottage’ industry, 
and of a social system in which the increasing proportion of Moslem to pagan is

POLIT ICAL THOUGHT IN ENGLAND: TYNDALE TO HOOKER. 
Christopher Morris. Oxford University Press, 6s. 1953. 17 cm. 230 pages. Biblio- 
graphy.

The main theme of this account of political thought in England in the sixteenth 
century is the impact of the Reformation on Tudor political ‘thought, which owed 
much to medieval social theories. The author, quoting widely from contemporary 
literature, shows that early religious reformers, like Tyndale (1490-1536), disclaimed 
all temporal authority, accrediting it to the monarch as a divine duty to defend and 
largely define the Faith. Henry VIII's breach with Rome accentuated this conception, 
and his propagandists made the most of it. By 1559, certain assumptions emerged 
about the function and responsibilities of rulers and the duty of subjects, on which 
Elizabeth’s government was largely based, and were reflected in the ‘Elizabethan 
Settlement’. Finally, Mr. Morris summarises the examination by Hooker (1554-1660) 
of the whole religious-political controversy. This book is important in any study of 
the Tudor period. Che author is Lecturer in History in the University of C ambridge.

SOCIOLOGY OF COMMUNISM. Jules Monnerot. Translated from the 
French by Jane Degras and Richard Rees. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1953. 24°5 cm. 
339 pages. Index. 
Jules Monnerot stands out amongst the many who have attempted to diagnose and 
describe the ‘secular religions’ of totalitarianism and communism. This is an excellent 
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translation, which omits the philosophical digression that appeared parenthetically 
as Part II of the French original (1949). The whole concept of communism as a 
world power is clarified by the author’s use of Islam as an analogy, with Moscow 
standing for Mecca. Men of good will in the West are warned that ‘there are no 
better grounds for accepting the over-simplifications of “world” enthusiasts than 
those of the fanatics of nationalism and the zealots of race or class predestination’. 
Civilisation and democracy, in fact, can never flourish as a state, but only as a 
continuous process. To those who wish to understand not only what communism 
is and does but also how it arose and prospered, this will be a most welcome analysis.

The present version has taken account of all 
the comments received and is to be considered as a sequel to Sir John Hope Simpson’s 
survey of 1937-38. The author, Jacques Vernant, headed a team of investigators 
financed by the Rockefeller Foundation to carry out the present survey. An attempt 
is made to describe the conditions of the refugee throughout the world. Sections of 
the work deal respectively with the various international organisations concerned 
with refugees; with the different categories of refugees; and with their situation in 
each of the relevant countries of the world. This is an essential reference work for 
all who are in any way concerned with this tragic problem of the modern world.

purpose of the Commission but in the detailed survey of important aspects of the 

administration of an African colony. Such material is of particular value in view 
of the vital necessity for a sound administrative structure in areas where significant 
political developments are likely to take place.

It contains all the figures and names 
concerned with the most recent election and by-elections of each of these eleven 
bodies; short biographies of their members, as well as of senators, privy councillors 
and related officials; lists of diplomats and delegates; summarised historical material.

This work, by a solicitor and chartered surveyor, gives an authoritative account of 
the law of agricultural holdings enacted partly in the Agriculture Act, 1947, and 
other acts, and consolidated in the Agricultural Holdings Act, 1948. This legislation 
introduced considerable changes into this branch of English law, particularly in 
giving the farming tenant full security of tenure subject to good husbandry. Since 
the first edition (1949) there have been many decisions by Committees and tribunals 
which have been incorporated, but no legislation and few changes in procedure. 
The texts of the relevant statutes are given, together with general comments, notes 
on procedure and summaries of decisions. (333°76)

THE BOOK OF ENGLISH LAW (as at the end of the year 1952). Edward

The Book of English Law, by the late Professor Jenks, was well known as a standard, 

authoritative introduction intelligible to the layman. It has now been brought up to 

date by the Professor of Law at University College, Aberystwyth. The work is in 
five parts, containing a preliminary section, Part 2 on the machinery of English law, 

Part 3 on the State and justice, Part 4 on the criminal law, and Part 5 on civil 

law. There have been very considerable changes in all branches of English law since the 

last edition in 1936 and the editor has skilfully incorporated them, while retaining 
the original character of the book. This new edition will be a most useful introduction 

for English and overseas readers.

Gatley has long been regarded as a foremost practitioner’s treatise on the English 

law of defamation with its dual aspects of libel and slander. Important changes in 
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the law, on the lines of those recommended in the Report of the Porter Committee 
in 1948, have been given effect in the Defamation Act, 1952, which is fully dealt 
with in the new edition. Chapters 1-20 deal mainly with substantive law, while 
chapters 21-35 cover procedural aspects. Appendices give eighty-four forms and 
precedents and there are extracts from fourteen relevant statutes. Since the third 
edition in 1938, some 400 new cases have been decided, including a number from 
other common law jurisdictions. The editor is a Queen’s Counsel and Recorder of 
Derby.

Since the sth edition in 1949 there have been 

a number of changes, including the Matrimonial Causes Act, 1950, the rule in 

Russell v. Russell has been abolished, a new set of procedural rules was introduced 

in 1952, and the Legal Aid Scheme has affected procedure. Chapters 1-4 deal with 

the Divorce Division generally, its jurisdiction, relief which can be granted, and 
defences and bars to relief, while chapters 5-17 cover the detailed procedure required. 

Appendices give extracts of relevant statutes, rules applicable, directions, forms and 

precedents, statements of fees, and costs.

Later chapters 
deal with the courts at the present day, the place of judges in the constitution, and 
an account of the English legal profession consisting of barristers and solicitors.

After chapters on legal and 
medical insanity, the author outlines the main stages in the Institution’s history, 
written around the administration of successive medical superintendents. He then 
deals with the layout of the building, the staff, facilities for letters and visitors, 
procedure for release, the social committee,and occupational, social and sporting 
activities for prisoners generally.

A discussion in simple terms of the aims, methods, techniques and value of mental 
testing as applied in assessing the abilities of eleven-year-old children, by the Senior 
Research Officer of the National Foundation for Educational Research in England 
and Wales. To parents anxious about the fairness of the tests on which selection 
for courses of secondary education are based, Dr. Watts offers explanations and 
comments on such matters as how intelligence tests are made and what they attempt 
to measure, the effect of coaching, the problem of the late developer, assessments 
made by teachers, the importance of the interview, and techniques for assessing 
attainment in English and arithmetic.

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Mansbridge and R. H. Tawney. The final chapter on The Post-War Years examines 
the purpose and the policy of the W.E.A. in the light of present-day conditions, 
social and educational, which have been so much transformed since the association 
came into being.

His subjects include a study of the navvies (short for ‘inland navigators’) 
who physically built the earlier lines; another relates to the struggle for power in 
the councils of the old London and North Western Railway; another describes 
towns which have grown up to serve railways; and there is a detailed tribute to 
war-time miracles performed on the Highland Line. The writing is felicitous, the 
information sound, and the subjects diverse.

This book, now in its second edition, is amazing for introducing in such a compact 
form so many of the operational problems of goods transport by road, an industry 
so varied and scattered that few have tried to tackle its subject matter comprehensively. 
The author’s device of inventing an imaginary haulier, starting an imaginary business, 
gives a story form to the bulk of the book. This makes it interesting for general 
readers, apart from its obvious value for students for transport examinations, in 
which field there are still few textbooks.

More than 15,500 proverbs are included, over half of them from English and American 

sources. The remainder, all given in English, are taken from twenty-four European 

and Asiatic languages. All are brief, most of them are anonymous; the author’s 
name (but nothing more) is given for the rest. They are classified under subject 
headings, ranging from Ability and Absence to Youth and Zeal. A useful reference 
book (well printed and bound) which provides also good browsing and some curious 
sidelights on national views and prejudices.

The report sets out to examine existing knowledge on contact phenomena, to make 

a critical study of known facts, and to investigate, where possible, the fundamental 

physical processes which underlie the operation of electrical contacts, in the hope that 
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this will indicate the most promising avenue for research. There are sections on The 
Fundamental Processes and Conce ptions; The apr h of the Members; The Separa- 


tion of the Contacts—the Bridge; The Mechanism of Fine Transfer; The Separation of 
the Contacts—the Arc; Sealed Contacts; ~cetovainad of Thomson Coefficient;

Many near-revolutions 
in land treatment may be necessary before the problems of world food production 
are finally solved—basic changes in systems of land tenure, in heredity customs and 
in actual farming practice—and, although Dr. Mead avoids any deep reference to 
Finnish political economy, the reader cannot fail to appreciate the fact that the 
development of Finnish agriculture in recent years may have world wide reper- 
cussions.

The author 
is most interesting when writing about the aesthetics of colour; his treatment of 
light problems is less thorough and he mentions little that is new in this field. In 
discussing colour blindness he appears to over-emphasise its importance and to 
underestimate the amount known about it.

ART AND THE REFORMATION. G. G. Coulton. 2nd edition. Cambridge

A critical examination (first published in 1928) of many popularly-held but inaccurate 

beliefs concerning medieval art, symbolism and religion. It is written in a fluent, 

lucid style which carries with it much of the author’s enthusiasm for medieval history 
and his scepticism towards many of the claims made by Catholic historians. Some of 
the themes of this book, one of Dr. Coulton’s most important publications, are that 
medieval art owed less to the church than is supposed, that Gothic art was not 
primarily monastic, that medieval symbolism was not an open book to the layman, 
and that the decline in medieval art was due more to the new mental attitudes of 
the Renaissance than to the Protestant Reformation. These arguments are backed 
up by an impressive array of detailed information drawn from Dr. Coulton’s 
methodical study of source material. Numerous line illustrations add to the attractive- 
ness of this solid work. (709-02)

EUROPEAN ARCHITECTURE IN THE TWENTIETH CENTURY.

Arnold Whittick’s valuable study of European architecture during the first half of 

the present century is nearing completion with the appearance of the second of his 

Vol. 1, containing Parts I and Il, appeared in 1950 and 
reached the year 1924; Part II now takes the story to 1933 and shows how the purpose 
of the building, rather than a symmetrical elevation, is gradually becoming the 
guiding principle in design. The author has a profound knowledge of his — 
and the gift of expounding complicated matters in simple language. Laymen will be 
grateful for the absence of technical jargon and students should find this history 
particularly useful.

Much has been written about Sir Christopher Wren, the architect of St. Paul’s, but 
some of it has been more enthusiastic than reliable. It is therefore a good thing to have 
a new (and incidentally most readable) book from an architect and writer whose 
scholarship and critical faculty command respect. Martin Briggs, who has devoted 
several years to the preparation of this volume, has wisely avoided a strictly chrono- 
logical approach, which could easily have made his study of this great man appear 
tedious and disjointed. Instead he has divided Wren’s many kinds of building into 
categories, and examined each with its fellows of the same type. This is beyond 
question a soberly considered, well-written and well-produced book. It deserves a 
host of readers. (720°942)

This important reference book contains more than 1,700 individual entries for 
sculptors working in Great Britain between 1660-1851, with lists of signed or docu- 
mented works and references to authorities. The two indexes, of places and names, 
comprise nearly 12,000 entries. These brief facts indicate the scale of Mr. Gunnis’s 
dictionary, a project upon which he has been working single-handed for fourteen 
years. The entries are of some length, informative, and concisely written, and the

A companion volume to Margaret Jourdain’s English Interior Decoration 1500-1830, 
published in 1950. The first two chapters are historical in treatment, tracing the 
stylistic evolution of English furniture through its various phases, together with an 
examination of the simultaneous development of the furniture trade and cabinet- 
maker’s craft. The third chapter deals with woods and the technical processes of 
veneering, gilding, metal inlaying, etc., while in the remaining chapters specific 
types of furniture—seats, tables, cabinets, beds, lights and mirrors, and so forth— 
are severally described. This last work by Margaret Jourdain, a leading authority on 
English decorative arts who died in 1951, has been completed by Mr. F. Rose of 
the firm of Sotheby. It contains technical and documentary information (supported. 
by footnote references) of the greatest value to collectors, connoisseurs and librarians, 
combined with a study of the influence of taste and social conditions on furniture 
design of the best period. The plates are excellent. (749°22)

Major-General Brooke’s wide knowledge of horsemanship enables him to offer 

sound practical advice on expert and safe horse-riding to beginners of all ages. His 

main object is to assist the novice to develop into an all-round horseman or horse- 
woman with a complete understanding between rider and mount. The title is a little 
misleading because, although there are five chapters on veterinary first-aid, stable 
management generally is not included, but as an introduction to riding and jumping, 
the book is first class. (798-2) 


UNDERWATER HUNTING. Gilbert Doukan. Translated from the French 
by Bernard Miall. Allen & Unwin, 16s. 1953. 21-8 cm. 176 pages. 21 photographs. 
After so many descriptions of adventure and exploration with submarine breathing 
apparatus we are now offered a guide to methods, equipment and localities, so that 
we can go and harpoon fish ourselves. There are still many parts of the world where 
this technique has not yet been employed and Dr. Doukan’s book is an admirable 
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goad, written with verve and rhetorical question, to seck new fields. His eminently 


practical advice ranges over outfits, dangers and precautions, even legal evasions; 
and it is to be hoped that many readers will follow his directions with the aim of

That no such restrictions fettered the critic of the early nineteenth 
century can be clearly seen from this selection of reviews drawn from the three 
principal literary periodicals of the 1800-30 period—the Edinburgh and Quarterly 
reviews and Blackwood’s magazine. Mr. Wain, after an admirable introduction, 
presents a cross-section of characteristic pieces by such regular contributors as Jeffrey, 
John Wilson, Scott, Wilson Croker, and Gibson Lockhart; the grouping of the 
material gives prominence to the critical treatment meted out to the major romantic 
poets by contemporaries. Clearly a valuable aid to student and specialist, an 1 salutary 
reading also for modern reviewers whom it offers a body of criticism which was,

The 
technique and poetic apprehension of his early poems are seen leading to the achieve- 
ment of the three great narrative poems, The Everlasting Mercy, Dauber, and Reynard 
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the Fox, which are examined in detail. The chapter on his narrative prose emphasises 
his sensitive use of words and his control of detail. This is a useful contribution to the 
study of twentieth century poetry.

THE GATEWAY. Judith Wright. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and 
London), 15s.

Fifty-one short poems are included in this third published collection of work by a 
writer who ranks high in contemporary Australian literature. In telling of love and 
life and death, the poet at times achieves her aim of welding feeling and intellect. 
Many of her verses end on a note of gentle sadness; in another mood she writes 
vivid descriptions of the Australian landscape; and a few simpler rhymes jingle 
cheerfully.

English Drama 
CONSCIENCE AND THE KING. A Study of Hamlet. Bertram L. Joseph. 


Chatto & Windus, 12s.6d. 1953. 20°6 cm. 176 pages. References. Index. 


Dr. Joseph, an authority on Elizabethan methods of acting, surveys Hamlet afresh 
in the light of its special and contemporary meaning to a Renaissance audience. He 
argues that playgoers and readers of today go seriously astray if they equate the 
vocabulary of the play with its apparent equivalents in modern moral and social 
ideas. In particular he examines certain key concepts such as ‘honour’, ‘adultery’ and 
‘revenge’ to show how different was their significance for the Renaissance mind. He 
is a disciple of the historical school of criticism and Hamlet certainly provides plenty 
of scope for this approach, but not all readers will agree that these concealed meanings 
can influence theatrical production to the extent that he claims. (822-3) 


FOUR ENGLISH TRAGEDIES OF THE 16TH AND 17TH 
CENTURIES. Edited by J. M. Morrell. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1953. 18 cm.

This volume is a companion to the editor’s earlier Four English Comedies and the 
plays have been chosen both for their variety in poetic tragedy and for the prominence 
they held in the theatre of their own time. Edward the Second, written about 1592 
by Christopher Marlowe, contains the elements of human suffering lacking in 
Marlowe’s other plays; A Woman Killed with Kindness, by Thomas Heywood, first 
published in 1603, is notable for its representation of domestic tragedy, an almost 
unknown quality at that time; The Duchess of Malfy, written about 1613-14 by John 
Webster, is remarkable for its many forms of evil, both credibly and subtly drawn, 
and for the rare quality of its verse; All For Love, or The World Well Lost, dated 1677, 
is the best known play by John Dryden and is a version of the story of Antony and 
Cleopatra. (822-3) 


CAVALCADE. Noél Coward. Heinemann, 4s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 75 pages. Boards. 
(Drama Library) 


Cavalcade at Drury Lane Theatre in 1931 coincided with the National Government 
of that year, thereby increasing enormously its impact on a people already keyed up 
to some degree of patriotic fervour. Its immense canvas covered the span of Coward’s 
own life (he was born in 1899), and its spectacle, in a series of episodes, includes the 
start of the Second Boer War, Queen Victoria’s funeral, the Great War of 1914-18 
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and the aftermath. In a short introduction Coward sweeps aside all the theories 
advanced for his writing a patriotic play, stating plainly that his only motive had 
been ‘to write a big play on a big scale’. (822°9)

H. G. WELLS. Montgomery Belgion. Longmans for The British Council, 2s. 1953. 
21*2 cm. 43 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper bound. (Bibliographical

H. G. Wells (1866-1946) is discussed from three aspects: as a prolific, unremitting and 
versatile writer who gained a world reputation; as a reformer, effective as a destructive 
critic but, actuated mainly by personal rather than universal grievances, constructively 
ineffective; as a novelist, still able to give, particularly in his first six novels, enlighten- 
ment and exhilaration to younger generations. Mr. Belgion maintains that Wells’s 
characteristic use of the autobiographical element in his novels created a new literary 
form, and that it is in them that the valuable and permanent part of his work is found. 
All readers should weleome this thoughtful essay. (823-9) 


English Miscellany 
A VARIETY OF THINGS. Max Beerbohm. New edition. Heinemann, 15s.

A collection of parodies, travel sketches and other fugitive pieces (first published 
1928), which have few features in common besides the inimitable style and the 
unerring touch of ‘Max’. The main item is The Dreadful Dragon of Hay Hill, a fairy 
story with a subtle allegory on the First World War, or indeed any later one. The 
others include some of the choicest specimens of his prose, ranging from a brilliant 
parody of a Henry James short story to a drawing-room comedy of the period, a 
light-hearted address on the spirit of caricature and a comparatively serious memoir 
on Aubrey Beardsley. (828-9)

STYLE IN FRENCH PROSE. A Method of Analysis. R. A. Sayce. Oxford

This is a series of lectures expliquées applied to ten short passages chosen from Rabelais, 
Montaigne, Pascal, Bossuet, Voltaire, Diderot, Rousseau, Balzac, Flaubert and 
Proust. The parts of speech are considered generally, and then as used in the selected 
passages. There are chapters on figures of speech, sentence-structure and individual 
style. The range of the book is limited (this is particularly apparent in the case of 
Bossuet), but the advanced student will agree that ‘the mere statement of problems 
involved may be illuminating’. The diagrams may attract the diagrammatically- 
minded; their usefulness for explaining questions of literary style is doubtful.

THE GEOGRAPHY OF TOWNS. A. E. Smailes. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 1953.

Mr. Smailes, Reader in Geography in the University of London, includes in a 
relatively small space much information on the growth and characteristics of towns. 


Significantly, he begins with an account of the technological revolutions which have 
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been responsible for concentrations of population, and have at the same time made 
their maintenance possible. He then examines the relations between towns and their 
geographical environment, and the expression of these in their layout and zone of 
influence. For western Europe, and Britain part ge rly, he concludes that it is now 
impossible to distinguish sharply between town and country, as the one merges 
imperceptibly into the other. In such pst ol geo graphic il considerations lose 
some of their force. His exposition should interest the historian, sociologist, and 
planner as well as the geographer. gtr)

GEOGRAPHY FROM THE AIR. F. Walker. Methuen, 30s. 1953. 22°2 cm.

Air photographs taken in favourable conditions can supplement the topographical 
detail shown on a map. Their interpretation, however, as illustrations in this work 
demonstrate, is not a simple matter. Mr. Walker, Lecturer in Geography in the 
University of Bristol, shows what can be learnt with a little application, but has not 
aimed at providing a manual of interpretation. His method is to take a number of 
well-chosen air photographs, the majority on the approximate scale of 1:10,000, and 
covering most types of the British rural countryside, and to comment on the extent 
to which they exemplify geographical relationships. He rightly insists that they are 
no substitute for field work, and cannot be safely used without previous knowledge 
of the area they cover; they reinforce correlations already perceived. The plates 
and the author’s elucidations make an illuminating contribution to the geography of 
Britain. (914°2) 


SPRINGTIME AT ST. HILAIRE. Eric and Barbara Whelpton. Museum 
Press, 158. 1953. 22°2 cm. 192 pages. 9 illustrations by Barbara Crocker. 
This is a book about the France which is unknown to most tourists. It is France, the 
country of villages. Every Frenchman, whatever his urban pursuits, belongs to a 
village. St. Hilaire, though not the true name of the village about which the authors 
write, represents a typical French community, and we are here given a delightful 
account of its inhabitants, its festivals (which include funerals), its unchanging yet 
flexible traditions. This charming, amusing and uninhibited book will delight the 
English reader to whom French provincial life has always remained something of a 
mystery. The illustrations are excellent. (914°4) 


INVITATION TO AN EASTERN FEAST. Austin Coates. Hutchinson, 
21s. 19$3. 23*4 cm. 272 pages. 24 photographs. 


This attractive and informative book ranging over India, Burma and China is the 
outcome of considerable experience of the East, particularly India. The author has 
made a determined effort to bridge the gap between East and West. He has partici- 
pated in Indian domestic life, adopting the people’s clothes and habits and absorbing 
their outlook, social and religious. This is not however an unmixed eulogy; he does 
not hesitate to criticise or to point out contradictions, and if he deals largely with 
middle class life, he is continually aware of the millions less fortunately placed. He 
conveys forcefully the great burden of the past, and present efforts to combat its 
worst evils. He writes with distinction, sketching scenes and characters firmly, and 
has a ready sense of humour. (915) 


THE VERMILION BOAT. Sudhin N. Ghose. Michael Joseph, 18s. 1953. 
20°6 cm. 302 pages. Illustrations by Shrimati Arnakali E. Carlile. 


This third volume of a delightful autobiographical sequence is a celebration of 
student life in Calcutta and of the city itself. University life there has its unique 
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character which is here celebrated in that fresh and ebullient style which contemporary 
Bengali writers in English have at command. The episodes are managed with great 
ability, kaleidoscoping in space and time without any difficulty for the reader to 
give an impression of the village hinterland of the great city and of the great variety 
of Bengali characters who flourish in it so vigorously. (915*4) 


JOURNEY WITHOUT RETURN. Raymond Maufrais. Translated from 
the French by John Russell. Kimber, 15s. 1953. 22-2 cm. 216 pages. Portrait frontis- 
piece. 16 photographs. Map. 


This is an unusual document, the personal diary, recovered after his death, of a young 
French explorer, who faced single-handed and with few resources the hazards of 
travel in the interior of French Guiana. From the outset he was oppressed by the 
hostility of the tropical world, and the feeling that failure was only too probable, 
but he accepted the challenge freely, for ‘this is the real primitive life that I love’. 
He records vividly and without restraint his experiences and conflicting emotions 
as he forced his way slowly and painfully by river, forest and swamp, and came very 
near to achieving his first objective. Despite occasional somewhat callow moralising, 
his pages have the stamp of sincerity. (918-82) 


PORTRAIT OF AN ICE-CAP, with Human Figures. J. M. Scott. Chatto 
& Windus, 12s.6d. 1953. 20°3 cm. 174 pages. 20 photographs. 2 drawings. 


An account of two expeditions to Central Greenland in 1930, brief and rather super- 
ficial as regards Professor Wegener's German expedition, fully detailed in the case 
of the British Arctic Air Route Expedition under Gino Watkins, since the author, 
who accompanied the latter, supplements his own story with quotations from the 
hitherto unpublished diaries of his companions. He tells of difficult sledge journeys to 
establish their Ice Cap Station, of one man’s lonely vigil there for five winter months 
and of the epic struggle to rescue him—a tale of courage and endurance in the best 
tradition of Arctic exploration. (919°82) 


THE SEVENTH CONTINENT. Saga of Australasian Exploration in 
Antarctica, 1895-1950. Arthur Scholes. Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 228 
pages. 17 photographs. 3 maps. Bibliography. Index. 


This historical survey of Antarctic exploration records each expedition by sea, land 
or air between 1895 and 1950 but concentrates in the main on the impressive contri- 
bution made by the Governments and individual citizens of Australia and New 
Zealand, either in their own expeditions or in those of others. Thus, instead of retelling 
the epic stories of Scott, Shackleton and Amundsen, the author stresses the parts 
played in their expeditions by Mawson, Griffith Taylor, Frank Debenham, Worsley, 
Priestley and other Australasians and describes in detail the several Australasian 
ventures, for example, in Graham Land and on Heard and Macquarie Islands.

THE LETTERS OF GERTRUDE BELL. Selected by Lady Richmond 
from Lady Bell’s standard edition. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1953. 18 cm. 383 pages. 
Paper bound. (Pelican Books) 
Here, from the wealth of Gertrude Bell’s correspondence, is a selection rich enough 
to whet the appetite for more. From these letters emerge not only a fascinating 
picture of the geography, history and people of the many lands she visited— 
Switzerland, Turkey, China, Japan, India and, above all, the countries of the Middle 
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East to which she gave her heart—but also a vivid impression of the writer herself, 
and of the courage, endurance, perseverance, linguistic ability, charm, enthusiasm and 
sense of humour which made possible her magnificent achievements as an alpinist, 
explorer, archaeologist, and indomitable worker for Arab independence. (92) 


GYPSY BORROW. Brian Vesey-FitzGerald. Dobson, 15s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 176 
pages. 6 photographs. Bibliography. (Pegasus Biographies) 
George Borrow (1803-81), the author of The Bible in Spain, Lavengro, and other 
wayfaring books, exercises a continuing fascination for biographers because there is 
so much in his enigmatic personality that demands explanation. Mr. Vesey- 
FitzGerald’s answer to the several problems is that Borrow was a full-blooded gipsy: 
his mother was not a Huguenot as always stated but a Romany who had a liaison 
with an unknown gipsy lover. This supports his suggestion that certain of Borrow’s 
characteristics—his indifference to chronological accuracy and his recourse to fantastic 
coincidence—are products of the illiterate folk-mind which he possessed through 
inheritance. Mr. Vesey-Fitzgerald throws light on other Borrovian mysteries, but 
he does not deal with Borrow’s career in Russia or Spain: his book is, in fact, an 
annotation of the standard lives (such as those by Knapp and Shorter) rather than 
being itself a comprehensive biography. It is a valuable supplement to Borrovian 
studies. (92) 


EDMUND CAMPION. Evelyn Waugh. Penguin Books, 2s. 1953. 18 cm. 176 
pages. References. Paper bound. 


This is the story of one of the many Catholic priests who were hunted, tortured and 
finally put to death in the reign of Queen Elizabeth I. Free himself from the web of 
politics and intrigue which so disastrously complicated the issue, Campion was a 
brilliant Oxford scholar who sacrificed his career to become a Jesuit and returned to 
England in disguise with a band of missionary priests whose object was to say mass 
and administer the sacraments to those who were prohibited under severe loss from 
practising their religion. Evelyn Waugh, a Catholic, is known for his brilliantly 
witty and satirical fiction. This well written biography (first published in 1935) won 
a Hawthornden Prize in 1936. (92) 


WILLIAM CHESELDEN, 1688-1752. Sir Zachary Cope. Livingstone, 20s. 
1953. 22°2 cm. 120 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 24 plates. References. Index. 


Only the historian can appreciate the painstaking and imaginative research which has 
led Sir Zachary Cope through the labyrinth of records, literature, and journalism to 
achieve this engaging and scholarly biography of the leading surgeon of the first half 
of the eighteenth century. With frequent quotations from contemporary sources, 
Sir Zachary describes each phase of Cheselden’s career, his early days as teacher of 
anatomy, his successful years as ophthalmic surgeon and lithotomist at St. Thomas's 
Hospital. Eye witnesses’ accounts given here of operations performed by Cheselden 
enable the surgeon to estimate the value of his techniques. (92) 


LETTERS TO MILENA. Franz Kafka. Translated from the German by 
Tania and James Stern. Edited by Willi Haas. Secker & Warburg, 18s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 
238 pages. 

The Milena of these letters was a gifted and well-born young Czech married woman. 

Kafka, some fourteen years her senior, met her towards the close of his life through 

her translations of his stories. The love which grew between them was greatly 
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dependent upon and influenced by this three-year correspondence, since Kafka was 
for long periods confined to a sanatorium. The letters are not in the least self-conscious 
or literary, but simple and at the same time profoundly expressive of the author’s 
spiritual crisis. Intensely moving in themselves they also bring to life Kafka’s 
characteristic tenderness, his remarkable intuitive understanding and his dread of the 
burden of existence. (92) 


HUGH LATIMER. Harold S. Darby. Epworth Press, 21s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 264 
pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This attractive study of one of the leading figures of the English Reformation reveals 
wide reading and independent research. The main events of the life of Latimer are 
set before us in relation to the religious, social and political background of his age 
and we are given a vivid picture of a preacher of righteousness free from fanaticism 
but consumed by passionate convictions and human sympathy. Latimer’s concern 
about the free passage of Scripture is persuasively expounded and there is a good 
account of him as King’s Preacher and Bishop of Worcester. The book is agreeably 
free from sectarian bias. (92) 


MUSSOLINI. An Intimate Life. Paolo Monelli. Translated from the Italian by 
Brigid Maxwell. Thames & Hudson, 21s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 304 pages. 12 photographs. 
Notes. Index. 


The first full-length study of Mussolini to be published in Britain. The author, a 
journalist, has collected his facts from documents, from discussion with personal 
acquaintances of Mussolini and from his own memories, and he gives a detailed 
account of the Duce’s life from his boyhood as the son of a blacksmith to his terrible 
death beside his mistress Claretta Petacci. According to Sig. Monelli, Mussolini 
possessed a brilliant flair for opportune action and remarkable powers of oratory, 
but otherwise there still seems little to explain how this vacillating, cowardly and 
lethargic man managed to remain in supreme power for twenty years and at the 
end lead an unwilling people into a disastrous war. (92) 


CHRONICLE OF A LIFE. Siegfried Trebitsch. Translated from the German 
by Eithne Wilkins and Ernst Kaiser. Heinemann, 25s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 424 pages. 
9 illustrations. Index. 


When he writes of himself and his own affairs, the celebrated translator of Bernard 
Shaw is less able to hold the reader’s attention than when he discusses such illustrious 
friends as Schnitzler, Hofmannsthal, Werfel and Zweig, or when he describes his 
efforts to launch the works of Shaw in Germany. It is then that his book comes to life, 
and this autobiography of the man, now in his eighties, who undertook and succeeded 
in such a colossal task of translation will retain its value for the occasional light it 
throws on the intellectual world of Europe during the past half century. (92) 


THE ANGRY ADMIRAL. The Later Career of Edward Vernon, Admiral 
of the White. Cyril Hughes Hartmann. Heinemann, 18s. 1953. 20°3 cm. 252 pages. 
20 illustrations. 3 maps. Endpaper map. Bibliography. Index. 


A study of the irascible, loquacious Admiral Vernon who in 1739 captured Porto 
Bello with six ships, and won resounding popularity throughout England. Later, 
by issuing pamphlets critical of Admiralty policy, he talked himself out of the navy, 
which was foolish considering he had already been forgiven a failure before the 
town of Carthegena, which he had attacked as a follow-up to his earlier swift and 
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inexpensive triumph. This biography is based on printed sources, and the biblio- 
graphy (which includes the most important contemporary pamphlets) is useful and 
thorough. (92) 


VIDOCQ. A Biography. Philip John Stead. Staples Press, 12s.6d. 1953. 22°2 cm. 
264 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 
Vidocq was perhaps the first great criminal investigator in the modern sense. Living 
through the French Revolution, the Empire, and the Restoration, and himself almost 
succumbing as a young man to the rigours of the French penal system, he succeeded 
only by phenomenal endurance and organising skill in surviving and finally domi- 
nating it. Later he provided Balzac with the inspiration for the celebrated character 
of Vautrin, and his career throws an extremely interesting light upon those social 
convulsions which produced the French underworld of his time, the raw material 
of so much of the Comédie Humaine. An unusual subject handled with tact and skill.

THE TIRPITZ. The Story, including the destruction of the Scharnhorst, of the 
Campaigns against the German battleship. David Woodward. Kimber, 15s. 1953. 
22°5 cm. 224 pages. 11 illustrations. Endpaper map. Bibliography. 
In the last war the battleships and commerce raiders which the Germans possessed, 
though small in number, had a profound influence on the strategy of the Home 
Fleet. The best known of these was probably the Tirpitz, which between 1942-44 
spent most of her existence in the fjords of Norway, where nevertheless she was a 
constant menace, chiefly to the important convoys of war stores on their way to 
Archangel. Mr. Woodward gives a short history of this ship and describes the series 
of attacks on her by frogmen and aircraft of the Fleet Air Arm and R.A.F. and her 
final destruction in December 1944. In addition there are interesting accounts of 
other naval actions in home waters. (940°$45) 


THE EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES. Vol. 2. Scotland, 
Northern Ireland and the Principal Air Raids on Industrial Centres in Great 
Britain. Edited by Lieut. Colonel C. L. Dunn. H.M. Stationery Office, 50s. 1953. 
24°7 cm. $04 pages. 40 photographs. Tables. References. Index. (History of the 
Second World War: United Kingdom Medical Series) 

This volume traces the development of the casualty services, including the hospital, 

nursing and ancillary services, in Scotland and Northern Ireland, contrasts their 

composition and organisation with those of England and Wales dealt with in Vol. 1 

(see British Book News, February 1953), and gives an account of their work in action. 

The second part of the book describes their activities during a representative sample 

of air raids on targets in England, Scotland, Northern Ireland and Wales. (940°547) 


APPOINTMENT IN CRETE. The Story of a British Agent. A. M. Rendel. 
Wingate, 15s. 19$3. 20°3 cm. 240 pages. Map. 
The more spectacular exploits of British officers in Crete during the occupation have 
already been very well publicised. This is the first account of the equally dangerous 
but more solid work of the underground, the routine collection of intelligence, the 
planning and execution of sabotage, and the unrelenting toil and self-sacrifice of 
officers, agents and civilians which kept resistance groups in the field for years on end. 
The author spent eighteen months in Eastern Crete. His exciting story pays a long- 
deserved tribute to the pioneers such as Dunbabin and Leigh-Fermor, and shows a 
sensible understanding as well as deep admiration for the Cretans. (940°548)

A GUIDE TO ENGLISH TRADITIONS AND PUBLIC LIFE. Egerton 
Smith. Oxford University Press, 21s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 342 pages. Index. 

This book succeeds admirably in its purpose, which is to give the student of English 
literature, history, law, or social life, and particularly the student abroad, the essential 
facts about England’s way of life. Conveniently arranged in alphabetical order, it 
contains over eighty articles on such diverse subjects as the army, broadcasting, 
burial, the Church of England, cricket, education, field sports, gambling, government, 
inns, judicial procedure, markets, meals, railways, slang, suburbs and universities. 
The result is a convenient handbook as fascinating to the general reader as to the 
student. (942)

PORTUGAL AND BRAZIL. An Introduction. Made by friends of Edgar

Dedicated to the memory of two scholars, Edgar Prestage and Aubrey Fitzgerald 
Bell, who in recent years made historical and literary contributions to the study of 
Portugal and Brazil, this book is a most useful introduction to the Portuguese- 
speaking countries. Contributions by distinguished scholars give a brief but authori- 
tative account of the lands, peoples, history, institutions, literature, art and music of 
the two countries, together with a section on Portuguese colonial expansion in Asia 
and Africa. (946°9)

JUNGLE GREEN. Arthur Campbell. Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. 1953. 22°2 cm. 


216 pages. 7 plates. 2 maps. Glossary. 
Major Campbell of the Suffolk Regiment provides a straightforward and detailed 
account of the life of the troops taking part in the operations against the bandits in 
Malaya. Hitherto, information about this little known campaign has been scanty, 
so that Major Campbell has done well to bring it into greater prominence. It is 
apparent that the discomforts suffered in the dense jungle and malarial swamps from 
malignant insects and the bad climate are very great, while the successes against the 
enemy are only won as the result of intense effort. An important point brought out 
clearly by Major Campbell is how well the numerous national service men there are 
carrying out their duties, and are standing up to all the hardships and difficulties.

ZANZIBAR AFFAIRS 1914-1933. R. H. Crofton. Francis Edwards, 25s. 
19$3. 22°5 cm. 175 pages. 7 photographs. Endpaper map. Tables. Index. 
Mr. Crofton has drawn largely on his own long and varied first-hand knowledge of 
Zanzibar to outline its history during the first twenty years of its administration by 
the Colonial Office. The result is a useful addition to the source material on an island 
whose history, though fascinating, has only recently received much attention. It is 
a pity, however, that the contents have been assembled in so many short and disjointed 
chapters. (967°81)

CANADA: NATION ON THE MARCH. Clarke Irwin (Toronto, Canada), 
$3°50. 1953. 23 cm. 224 pages. 18 plates. Index. 
A modern mosaic of Canada and by Canadians. It is based upon lectures delivered at 
the Town Hall, New York, in the spring of 1953 by representatives of government, 
business, industry, education, the arts and sciences, in an effort to interpret Canada to 
foreign audiences. The contributors include Lester B. Pearson, Secretary of State for 
External Affairs, Dr. W. A. Mackintosh, Principal of Queen’s University, Kingston, 
Patrick Conroy, Labour Attaché at the Canadian Embassy in Washington and others 
who are authorities in their field. In all cases the information is such as will clarify 
Canada’s position in the world today, and the writing is direct and concise. (971)

CHECKMATE/TO DESTINY. The Story of Saadia. Francis d’Autheville. 
Translated from the French by Maura Budberg. Harvill Press, 9s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 
224 pages. 

Admittedly a novelettish story of a beautiful Berber girl, daughter of a servant, who, 

beloved by a French doctor, Cinderella-like marries the son of a Sheik, this book is 

nevertheless worth reading for its unfamiliar background. This is the Morocco of 

Arab tribal life, its customs and superstitions. A good deal of the book is taken up 

with an account of witchcraft, which (as the author has lived in northern Africa for 

some years) is probably authentic and is certainly startling in its disclosure of magic 
surviving so powerfully in the midst of modern political and scientific administration. 


THE HONEY SIEGE. Gil Buhet. Translated from the French by Geoffrey 
Sainsbury. Cape, 12s.6d. 1953. 19°7 cm. 254 pages. 

A schoolmaster in a village near the Pyrenees, an enthusiastic bee-keeper, finds one 
autumn morning that his hives have been rifled of their store of winter honey. He 
suspects his pupils, demands a confession, and when this is not forthcoming pronounces 
sentence. But the boys are innocent and in moral indignation shut themselves up in 
the village castle. Soon the whole commanity is involved in the siege, which becomes 
headline news in Paris newspapers. This is a delightful novel, humorous and gentle 
but also penetrating in its study of juvenile and adult character. 


DAUGHTER OF THE HOUSE. Edith de Born. Chapman & Hall, 12s.6d. 
1953. 19 cm. 250 pages. 

Here is a novel rich in character and setting—the story of the family of a Flemish 
shipping magnate during a period of twenty years. The shipowner, an elderly 
aesthete, gives shelter to a niece for whom he has no love; on her death he adopts 
the illegitimate daughter of a servant and lavishes love upon her—a love that is 
returned. But the girl is haunted by the unhappiness of the earlier ‘daughter of the 
house’, an obsession resulting in tragedy. Much of the story takes place during 
the German occupation of Flanders. 


TIME AND THE BUSINESS. Jack Jones. Hamish Hamilton, 10s.6d. 1953- 
19 cm. 224 pages. 

Jack Jones’s new novel makes adroit use of a cinematic device—the flashback. A 

dinner is being given by the Cardiff and District Grocers’ Association to mark the 
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retirement of one of its most popular members; he, bored by the speeches, thinks 
back over his career of struggle and prosperity. Superficially his is a success story, 
but Jack Jones makes one wonder: quite a lot of human happiness has been sacrificed 
to make a thriving provisions store. 


A DIFFERENT FACE. Olivia Manning. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 
226 pages. 

This is an account of how a young man returns from abroad to the seaside town where 
he spent his grey and uneasy youth, and where he has bought an interest in a boys’ 
school. Not only was the school a failure anyhow, but the headmaster’s young son 
has disappeared with all the capital, leaving his father and stepmother ruined and 
Hugo Fletcher entirely penniless. Miss Manning is an extremely intelligent writer: 
no sketch of the ‘plot’ can convey the subtlety of the architecture of her story or 
suggest the amazingly skilful build-up of Hugo’s character and his relations—part 
resentment, part attraction—with the schoolmaster with whom he is forced to lodge, 
having nowhere else to go. This study in a minor key lacks, perhaps, the brilliance 
of School for Love, but it has a compulsion that grips the reader’s attention to the 
final, and surprising, pages. 


THE WANDERING EYE. Hugh Massingham. Collins, 12s.6d. 1953. 19°7 cm. 
255 pages. ‘ 
An elegant and civilised little tale, half comedy, half an obliquely malicious study in 
character, which concerns a rich, middle-aged philanderer—too ill and too ambi- 
valent for contentment. Mr. Brockhurst, motoring through France with his clownish 
chauffeur—who alternately bullies and cossets him—finds himself in a village where 
long ago he was entangle d with two women: a young aristocrat and the wife of an 
hotel keeper; he is once more embarrassingly or romantically involved with these 
ghosts of his past, besides being fastened upon by a masterful vamp. It is all too much 
for poor Mr. Brockhurst. Mr. Massingham m akes his figure of fun credible and even 
sympathetic; and the background of French provincial life is as engaging as could be. 


THE LOBSTER GUERILLAS. William Mole. Eyre & Spottiswoode, I1s.6d. 
1953. 19 cm. 256 pages. Endpaper map. 
William Mole is firstly an entertainer and secondarily a purveyor of adventure. He 
is a delightful entertainer—he is cultivated, witty, and writes excellent prose. His 
Ruritanian story of high adventure and high romance is set in the Camargue, just 
at the end of the Occupation. An English officer, with his erstwhile maquisards the 
‘Langoustes’ behind him, plans a bloodless revolution to turn the Camargue into a 
City State; he is obstructed by a beautiful and mettlesome young landowner. The 
narrative moves with the charming inconsequence of a René Clair film; nevertheless 


the author evidently knows this fascinating terrain well, and he loves the people of 
Provence. 


TIGER, TIGER. Sixteen Tales. John Moore. Collins, 10s.6d. 1953. 20 cm. 
255 pages. 
Mr. Moore has made his name by his charming books about the countryside. Here, 
he flings his net wider: along with some characteristic vignettes of English rural life, 
the most remarkable tale is one of a beautiful, but sinister, tropical island; while the 
title story gives a glimpse of a tiny Spanish boy in a corrupt world of adults. There is, 
in fact, great variety in these pages: a touch of the macabre can break the prevailing

These stories touch no great depths, but they are all agreeably written and never 
strike a false note. 


THE TIME OF INDIFFERENCE. Alberto Moravia. Translated from the 

Italian by Angus Davidson. Secker & Warburg, 12s.6d. 1953. 19°6 cm. 304 pages. 
This is the earliest of Moravia’s novels, published (1929) at the age of twenty-two. 
Although there is no sign of the politic: ul satire which emerges in his later work, it 
already displays his formidable insight into the emotional life of the wealthy Italian 
bourgeoisie. The plot is set in the Rome of the late nineteen-twenties, amid a society 
apparently blind to all else but sexual intrigue and material position. The writing is 
taut and dramatic to a degree, but its evocation of a period, which after all possessed 
elements of charm as well as of licence, now appears damning to the point of excess. 


THE GARDEN TO THE SEA. Philip Toynbee. MacGibbon & Kee, 12s.6d. 
1953. 20°9 cm. 224 pages. 
The author of Tea with Mrs. Hoodman has here attempted another interesting 
experiment. He tells the story of an unhappy marriage in a series of soliloquies 
representing four periods in the development of a young man named Adam, his 
journey from joy to disillusion recalling the expulsion from Eden. There is the voice 
of innocent early married life, of wartime marital break-up, of a derisive, gloating, 
dirty-mouthed sensualist, and of the present wifeless Adam. In a book that aims at 


poetic evocation rather than explicit narrative it is a pity that prose outbalances 
poetry. 


REMAINING A STRANGER. Mary Voyle. Heinemann, 73.6d. 1953. 
15°S Cm. 222 pages. 

This story (second in Heinemann’s series of inexpensive first novels) is notable for its 
intelligence of treatment and excellence of writing. It is a study of the personal relations 
of a brother and sister who, upon the death of their mother, pool their resources and 
live together. But, craving warmth, each receives coldness: he from his adopted 
country environment, she from him—both are strangers where they hope to be 
familiars. There are some neatly sketched subsidiary characters in the book, which 
has an individual quality that makes it more than promising. 


THE KRAKEN WAKES. John Wyndham. Michael Joseph, 10s.6d. 1953. 
19 cm. 288 pages. 

A Wellsian fantasy of interplanetary warfare. By mining deep below the sea the 
invaders generate heat which melts the polar ice and raises the level of the sea over 
great parts of the present land mass, a areal disaster on a great scale. The story is 
grim, exciting, convincing within its own convention, and the narrative is as lively 
as the theme demands. Although most of the human race is wiped out, the story ends 
with an implication that the survivors will triumph.

THE TIME MACHINE and THE MAN WHO COULD WORK 
MIRACLES. H. G. Wells. Pan Books, 2s. 1953. 17°7 cm. 160 pages. Paper 
bound. 


The Time Machine is one of H. G. Wells’s early ‘scientific romances’. The idea of 


time as a fourth dimension of space is less startling today than it might have been 
to the ordinary reader in 1895, but this story of a man who invents a machine to 
travel into the far future is still a good example of its genre. The land the time traveller 
reaches, with its two complementary yet warring species, is no Utopia and his 
exploration is both exciting and sinister. The drily humorous short story which 
follows concerns a nondescript little man who finds he is a magician, and stops the 
earth from rotating. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS

HANS ANDERSEN: FORTY-TWO STORIES. Translated from the 
Danish by M. R. James. New edition. Faber, 25s. 1953. 22°8 cm. 346 pages. 
Illustrations by Robin Jacques. 
Provost of Eton and a distinguished scholar, Dr. James (1862-1936), who is probably 
best known to the layman for his Ghost Stories of an Antiquary, set to work to translate 
direct from the Danish some of the most typical of Hans Andersen’s stories because 
it seemed to him that the English versions he had encountered did less than justice 
to the author. He chose the stories he liked best from the five volumes issued by the 
Gyldendalske Boghandel in Copenhagen during Andersen’s lifetime. Some of 
the most famous are included, known and loved the world over. The simple, direct 
English of the translation (first published in 1930) brings fresh appeal to stories that 
will never grow old and will be enjoyed wherever there are children to read them. 
In the preface Dr. James discusses Andersen’s work and the origin of some of the 
tales. 


TIM IN DANGER. Edward Ardizzone. Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. 1953. 
26°5 cm. 48 pages. Illustrations (some coloured) by the author. 

Ardizzone’s characters Tim, Charlotte and Ginger are now well known to many 
children of five to seven, and his books to grown-ups who appreciate the perfect 
marriage of text and brilliantly dramatic and original illustration. Here Ginger (who, 
it will be remembered, was once a ship’s boy) gets restive and runs off to the sea, and 
Tim and Charlotte go to look for him and have plenty of exciting adventures, 
including a shipwreck. This book is as fascinating as its predecessors. 


LITTLE GIRL WITH A BELL. Cécile F. Boxer. Muller, 7s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 
Bibliography. 

Inspired by the painting of Cornelis de Vos of the same title, this attractive historical 

tale paints a vivid picture of seventeenth-century England and Holland. Historical 
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characters, among them’ Charles II and Pepys, mingle happily with fictional ones in

the story as told by Jennifer Blake, the girl in the picture, who recounts her family’s 
experiences as ro list exiles in Holland and ‘wed r, after the Restoration, in London 
during the plague year. An ideal book for reading aloud to children from eight to 


twelve, particularly to those with a bent for history and a natural curiosity about the 
lives children led in former times. 


SECRET IN THE SAND. A Story of the Shetland Isles. Mary Elizabeth 
Edmondston. Hammond, Hammond, 7s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations by 
Shirley Hughes. Map.

A pleasantly written, if leisurely, st ry of four children in the Shetland Isles, who are 


engaged in a game of ‘treasure hunt’. Deciphering enigmatic ‘clues’ and following 
them up entails bicycling, swimming, sailing and picnics; but beyond this they 
discover that an,unpopular bailiff appears to be carrying out a more realistic treasure 
hunt and this claims their attention too. Here is an interesting book, full of local 
colour, for children from twelve to fifteen who do not demand that the villain of 
the piece should be sinister or hanker after a sensational climax. 


PERIL IN THE PENNINES. Winifred Finlay. Harrap, 7s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 


191 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 


The subterranean caves and rivers of Yorkshire provide the setting for Mrs. Finlay’s 
latest adventure story which, like its predecessor Peril in Lake land, makes first-rate 
reading for young people from rcs to sixteen. Four boys and girls explore a 
labyrinth of underground passages and streams, and accidentally stumble upon the 
most astounding archaeological discovery of the age. However, they and their 
discovery would have remained buried deep in the earth were it not for their gipsy 
friend and his dog who come to the rescue. The book contains a wealth of incidental 
information on geology, prehistory, and the Romani language. 


THE ISLAND CASTLE. Mary Fitt. Nelson, 8s.6d. 1953. 20°5 cm. 219 pages. 

Coloured frontispiece and 24 drawings and headpieces by Peggy Fortnum. 
Mary Fitt, who is well known for her original and well written tales of mystery and 
crime, has here equally successfully provided a thrilling story for boys and girls from 
fourteen to sixteen. Tom Browne accepts an invitation to join his friend, Sheridan 
Smythe, who is spending the summer holiday on his uncle’s island off the Turkish 
coast, but when he arrives Sheridan has disappeared. Tom soon suspects that a sinister 
scheme is being hatched and that he is in danger. Fortunately he is a quick-witted and 
athletic boy and, helped by others, he rescues Sheridan and routs the enemy in a very 
exciting climax. 


WITH CLIVE IN INDIA, or The Beginnings of an Empire. G. A. Henty. 
Slightly abridged edition. Latimer House, 6s. 1953. 19 cm. 254 pages. Frontispiece. 
This historical adventure story deals with the period 1751-61 when Clive’s campaigns 
were establishing British rule in India. Henty’s fictional hero has his own personal 
adventures, but is made to play a larger part in the great historical events than is 
usual with this author’s heroes. This gives a continuity to and a more sustained interest 
in the historical part of the narrative, which should make for the popularity of this 

book with modern boys 
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GOLD AND THE MOONSPRAY. Cledwyn Hughes. Heinemann, 8s.6d. 
1953. 19 cm. 210 pages. Frontispiece and 6 illustrations by Christopher Brooker. 


The story of a lad who is kidnapped by two present-day pirates, who hope to make 
use of him in their search for wealth. In a lighthouse on a curious volcanic island is a 
negro—another of the pirates’ victims—with whom Eric makes friends, and after 
many adventures they outwit the pirates, even though they cannot carry away the 
strange treasure they discover. This, however, is by no means a conventional thriller, 
for the Welsh author has a touch of poetry in his blood, and a flair for uncanny 
atmosphere, and amusingly suggests oddities of personality and even charm in the 
characters of his villains. For boys from nine to twelve. 


WHEN THE SHADOWS DANCE. Dorothy Ann Lovell. University of 
London Press, 6s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 159 pages. Illustrations by Joyce Bruce. 


Nine stories, most skilfully written to appeal to children from seven to nine. Except 
for one tale about a Watchman and a friendly dragon and another about the adventures 
of an intrepid young rabbit, the material used is close to everyday life—a boy sent 
on an errand on his tricycle, an old man and his foal, a girl shopping in a big store, a 
street musician, a boy who does a poor woman a good turn by selling her wares 
on the kerb side. Each simple incident is, however, treated with originality and such 
easy charm that it at once becomes vivid and even exciting. 


POLICEMAN IN THE FAMILY. Laurence Meynell. AN ACTOR’S LIFE 
FOR ME. Roland Pertwee. Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. each. 1953. 20 cm. 
206:184 pages. Illustrations by Neville Dear and T. R. Freeman respectively. 
(Career Books) 

The Career series aims to provide, in story form, an account of the training for a 

particular profession. Both these authors are old hands at writing for young people. 

Laurence Meynell’s book is by far the more informative; he gives a lively and 

detailed account of Charlie Gray’s first years in the Police Force, describing, without 

any romantic frills, the typical life of a young constable in training and on probation. 

Roland Pertwee has concentrated on telling a dashing story about Nigel Watney 

(who has appeared in his holiday tales), one of a line of theatrical people. In this 

vivacious description of the lad’s progress from a successful performance at school, 

through a London dramatic academy, and repertory in the provinces there are a 

number of interesting sidelights on the stage, and some attempt at character drawing. 

Both the books should appeal to boys from thirteen onwards.

(and the others in the series on Paris, and Belgium and Luxembourg) should be 


included in school libraries and be recommended by teachers to pupils from ten to 
fourteen.
